2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received

The communication equipment 
so provided shall be of a type approved by the 
airworthiness authority of the country of manufac 
ture of aircraft and acceptable to the Directoi 
General. 

(2) An aircraft shall be provided with navigation equip¬ 
ment which will enable it to proceed :— 

(a) in accordance with the flight plan; and 

(b) in accordance with the requirement of air traffic 
services, except when( if not so precluded by 
the appropriate authority, navigation for flights 
under the visual flight rules is accomplished by 
visual reference to landmarks at least eveiy 110 
Kms. (60 Nautical Miles)”.

"Explanation :—For the purpose of this rule, the 
expression "journey log book” includes any othet 
form or manner of recording the requisite infor¬ 
mation and acceptable to the Director General”.

G.S.R. 311.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
17 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 
(22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules to, amend the Export Inspection Council Emp¬ 
loyees (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1978, 
namely :— 

1. 0) These rules may be called the Export Inspection 
Council Employees (Classification. Control and Appeal) 

(Amendment) Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on their publication in 
the Official Gazette,

2. In the Export Inspection Council Employees (Classifica¬ 
tion Control and Appeal) Rules, 1978,— 

(1) for the rule 5, the following rule shall be substitut¬ 
ed namely :— 

“5 For the purpose of these rules, the employees shall 
be classified into the following four groups, name¬ 
ly :— 

Group A : A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with 
a maximum, of not less than Rs. 4,000. 

Group B : A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with a 
maximum of not less than Rs. 2,900 but less than 
Rs. 4.000. 

Group C : A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with 
ci maximum of over Rs. 1,150 but less than 

. Rs. 2,900. 

Group D : A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with 
a maximum of which is Rs. 1,150 or less : 

Provided that posts created on or after 1st January, 1986- 
as specific additions to existing cadres shall have the same 
classification of posts in the cadre to which they are added. 

Note :—For the purpose of this rule :— 

(i) ‘Pay means the amount drawn monthly by the 
Council employee as the Pay (other than special 
Pay or pay granted in view of his personal Qualifica¬ 
tions), Overseas Pay, Special Pay and Personal Pay 
and any other emoluments which may be specially 
classed as pay by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

(ii) The pay or scale of pay of a post means the pay 

of scale of pay prescribed under the Central Civil 
Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1986 as applicable to 
Council employees from time to time. 

(2) Tn rule 8,— 

(i) the words “Minor Penalties” shall be inserted as the 

heading for clauses (i) lo (iv) and the words 
“Major Penalties” shall be inserted as the heading 
for clauses (v) to (ix); 

(ii) after clause (ix) and before “Explanation”, the fol¬ 
lowing proviso shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that in every case in which the charges_ of 
acceptance from any person of any gratification, 
other than legal remuneration, as a motive or 
reward for doing or for bearing to do any official 
ac‘ is established, the penalty mentioned in clause 
(viiij or clause (ix) shall be imposed: 

Provided further that in any exceptional case and for 
special reasons to be recorded in vvnting,, any other 
penalty may be imposed”; 

(3) in rule II, for sub-rule (8), the following shall be subs¬ 
tituted, namely :— 

“(8) The Council employees may take the assistance of 
any Government servant posted in any office either 
at his headquarters or at the place where the in¬ 
quiry is held to defend the case on his behalf but may 
not encase a legal practitioner for the purpose un¬ 
less the Presenting Officer appointed by the discip¬ 
linary authority is a legal practitioner, or, the dis¬ 
ciplinary authority having regard to the circumstan¬ 
ces of the case, so permits : 

Provided that the Council employees may take the 
assistance of any other Government servant posted 
at any other station, if the inquiring authority 
having regard to the circumstances of the case, 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing, so 
permits. 

Note -.— “The Council employees shall not take the assis¬ 
tance of a Government servant who has two pending disdp- 
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lipary cases in hand in which he had to give assistance,” 

(4) in rule 12, after sub-rule (4), the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namely ;— 

“Provided that where an enquiry has been held in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of rule 11 for any of 
the penalties specified in clause (v) to (ix) of rule 8, 
the Disciplinary Authority, if it is different from the 
Inquiring Authority, shall before making any final 
older of imposing such penalty, forward ii copy of 
the inquiry report to the Council employee concer¬ 
ned giving him an opportunity of making any re¬ 
presentation or submission in writing to the Discip¬ 
linary Authority.”; 

(5) in rule 13, after sub-rule (1), the following shall he 
halier ted namely ;— 

“(1A) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (b) 
of sub-rule (1), if in a case it is proposed after con¬ 
sidering the representation, if any, made by the 
Council employee under clause (a) of thet sub-rule 
to withhold increments is pay and such withhold¬ 
ing of incrpirtpnts is likely to affect adversely the 
amount of pension payable to the employee or to 
withhold increments of pay for a period exceeding 
three years or to withhold increments of pay with 
cumulative effect for any perjod, the inquiry shall 
be held in the manner laid down in sub-rule (3) to 
(23) of rule 11, before making any order imposing 
on the Council employee any such penalty.”; 

(6) for the rule 16, (he following shall he substituted, 
namely ;— 

“16. Notwithstanding anything contained in Rule 11 to 
Rule 15 

tO whetc any penalty is imposed on a Council employee 
on the round of conduct which has led to his con¬ 
viction on a criminal charge, or 

(ii) where the disciplinary authority is satisfied for rea¬ 
sons to be recorded by it in writing is noi reasonably 
practicable to hold an inquiry in the manner provi¬ 
ded in these rules, or 

(iii) where the Council or Chairman is satisfied that in 
the interest of the security of the State, it is not 
expedient to hold any inquiry in the manner provi¬ 
ded in these rules. 

The disciplinary authority may consider the circumstances 
of the case and make such order thereon at it deems fit; 

Provided that the Council employee may be given an op¬ 
portunity of making representation on the penalty proposed 
to he imposed before any order is made in a ctse under 
clause (i)”, 

(7) in lule 19, in sub-rule (1), for “Rs. 2,000/-”, the figure 
“P,s. 5.000/-" shall be substituted. 

(8) in rule. 20, 

(a) For the sub-clause (ii), the following shall be substitu¬ 
ted, namely 

(ii) an order imposing any of the penalties specified in 
rule 8 whether made by the disciplinary authority or 
by auy appellate or revising authority."; 

(b) in clause (v), after sub-clause (b), lljc following shall be 
inserted namely :— 

“(bb) reducing or withholding the pension or denying 
the maximum pension admissible lo him under the 
rules,"; 

(c) in elapse (v), after sub-rule (e). the following shall be 
inserted, namely :—- 

“(f) determining whether or not the period from the 
date of his suspension or from the date of his dis¬ 
missal, removal, compulsory retirement or reduction 
to a lower service, grade, post, finjc-scale of pay or 
stage in a time-scale of pay to the date of his rein¬ 
statement or restoration to his service, grade or post 
shall be treated as a period spent qn duty for any 
purpose”.;

in rule 11 subject to the provisions of rule 16. 

(ii) no ppwer of reyision shall be exercised unless 

(i) the authority which made the order in appeal or 

(ii) the authority to w'hich an appeal would lie, 
where no appeal has been preferred, is subordi¬ 
nate to him. 

(2) No proceeding for revision shall be commenced until 
after— 

(i) the expiry of the period of limitation for an appeal; 
or 

(ii) the disposal of the appeal, .where any such appeal 
has been preferred.

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(3) An application for revision shall be dealt with in (ho 
same manner as if it were an appeal under these rules. 

(12) for the rule 27, the following shall be substituted, 

namely :— 

“27. the authority who has passed any order may, at any 
time, either on its own motion or othwwise, review, 
any order passed under these rules, when any new 
material or evidence which could not be produced 
or was not available at the time of passing the order 
under review and which has the effect of changing 
the nature of the case, has come, or has heen 
brought, to his notice : 

Piovided that no order imposing or enhancing any 
penalty shall be made by ‘he concerned authority 
unless the employee concerned has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of making a representation 
against the penalty proposed or where it is pro¬ 


posed to impose any of the major penalties speci¬ 
fied in rule 8 or to enhance the minor penalty 
imposed by the order sought to be reviewed to any 
of the major penalties and if any enquiry under 
rule 11 has not already been held in the case, no 
such penalty shall be imposed except after inquir¬ 
ing ifl the manner laid down in rule 11 subject to 
tbe provisions of rule 16”. 

(13) after rule 27, the heading “Part DC-Miscellaneous” 
shall be inserted.
